Many interesting anecdotes were 
told of the early days of the society, and of 
the women who gave years of service to the 
work of the organization. It was a story of 
progress and success.

F. A. Wilson, 
D.D., who was pastor at the fiftieth anni- 
versary.

Dr. Grenfell Tells of Work in Labrador 


Labrador, often looked upon as a barren 
and desolate country, is in reality rich in 
timber and minerals. When means of trans- 
portation, both within the country itself and 
connecting it with the outside world are 
established, this region will assume an im- 
portance not yet dreamed of. This is the 
opinion of Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell, who has 
spent thrity-two years working among the 
people of Labrador. 

Giving up the idea of a London practice, 
and beginning his work among the fishermen 
of the North sea, Dr. Grenfell determined to 
devote his life to these hardy men of the sea. 
Labrador with no doctors, no hospitals and 
no schools offered a wide field for his labors. 

The story of life in this little known 
country was told by Dr. Grenfell in a talk 
given before a large audience of students in 
the Phillips academy chapel, Wednesday 
evening. 

Stereopticon pictures of icebergs, mighty 
waterfalls, travel over sriowfields by means 
of dog teams, of people made happier and 
wiser by means of schools and hospitals 
added interest to the lecture.

Abbot Academy as usual was 
100 e cent. This includes the members of 
the faculty, the boarding and day students 
and the domestics. Phillips Academy was 
also 100 per cent. Their contributions 
amount to 128.44 over last year. 

Abbot Academy contributed to the total 
amount $188.00 and Phillips Academy 
$689.00. The combined amounts given by 
these two institutions comes very close to 
one-third of the-total amount raised in the 
whole town of Andover.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

Dear Sir: 

‘*How happy could I be with either, 
Were t’other dear charmer away." 

There is—no foundation whatever to the 
recent rumor that I favor the annexation of 
Shawsheen Village to the city of Lawrence. 
In truth, I have never given the matter a 
single thought, although I appreciate the 
implied compliment. 

I have been too interested in trying to help 
Andover reduce its taxés to think of an- 
nexation. Our taxes were beginning to 
soar — and only the introduction of business, 
of so it appeared to me — could rescue the 
situation. “I~ want to help our-surrounding 
farmers and if possible reduce, rather than 
increase, their burdens. 

The rumor and the article appearing in a 
recent Lawrence paper on the subject of 
annexation, furthered the impression that 
our people were disappointed in the scant 
appreciation of our townsmen toward them 
and that a divisional seftiment had been 
created between the residents of Shawsheen, 
and our neighbors above on the hill.

As to our contact in a business way with 
the Selectmen and the Town officials, I 
will confess that at an earlier period we were 
annoyed at what appeared to.be an un- 
warranted narrow and obstacle-raising view 
taken by a very few and influenced, un- 
doubtedly, from purely selfish motives 
which we could not sensibly appease, other- 
wise our treatment by the citizens generally 
has been.all that could be desired and now 
that they better understand the friendliness 
of my company — with its, broad and ex- 

ansive policies — many have come forward 

in the most helpful way and are showing a 

very friendly and cordial spirit of interest 

and cooperation. 

The new residents at Shawsheen are de- 
lighted to belong to Andover, and I hope 
will be encouraged_to take an active interest 
in its affairs which are now theirs also and 
will help make the Town even more at- 
tractive, encourage new comers, increase our 
population and further Andover’s progress 
and prosperity.

Mission Circle Hears News From Japan 


Brightly in Andover shone the light of 
mission work in Japan, when Miss Ada 
Chandler, for'twenty-five years an American 
Board missionary in ‘that country, told of 
her peiod of service. 

e occasion was the meeting of the 
Ladies’ Mission Circle of the Baptist church, 
last week, when fifteen ladies, gathered: in 
Mrs. John Hutchins’ lovely sun-parlor, were 
delighted with news right from the field. 
All were also pleased to hear the beautiful 
solo rendered by Mrs.. Harry Murdock, a 
new comer in Andover. 

First, Miss Chandler gave a little map 
talk on Japan, giving items of interest about 
the various islands. Then Japan’s terrible 
earthquake and fire, held the attention. 
The pride of Ja was destroyed, Tokyo, 
its great capital, Yokohama, head of its 
commerce, and other cities. 

She said, “The wonderful thing, the 
miracle to me is that God saved His own 
people. Missionaries and Christian workers 
were away on vacations among the hills. 
While many lost all possessions, only one 
missionary was killed, so far as is known. 
The Japanese are intensely appreciative of 
the gifts from America.” 

The speaker went on to tell of being last 
summer in a Baptist company, where she 
had delightful fellowship. She also spoke of 
the great Baptist work on the Inland Sea, 
which is studded with inhabited islands. 
Her own work was first at Kobe, where she 
taught for several years. 

At her furlough-time, as she was not 
ready to come home, she was asked to go 
to the northern island, to teach a few months 
in one of the middle schools. She stayed for 
fourteen years, greatly enjoying ber work 
among young women; and young men. The 
professors’ wives went in for Bible lessons, 
taught there in school hours. Children, 
going home from school, went by a little 
chapel, where Miss Chandler and one other 
told Bible stories to the different grades as 
the children delightedly stopped. Often 
there were three or four relays in the after- 
noon, perhaps 300 children in all, who 
hastened in to hear of Moses or Samuel, or 
some other Bible person. - 

After her talk, the missionary showed 
many gifts received from her hosts of Japan- 
ese friends. Several of these were the 
“furoshiki,” or colored bandanna, which the 

They were 
bonatifal. She also showed many photo- 
graphs.
